Upon further consideration of the reference in view of Applicant's argument, the 
Examiner is relying upon Applicant's arguments for the patentability of the instant 
claims, specifically Applicant's argument that the magenta ink composition can provide 
for excellent color reproducibility of a high-chroma and low-lightness red region and can 
also obtain excellent granularity when Pigment Violet 32 and Pigment 19 are both 
present in the recited mixing ratio was found persuasive and therefore the rejection of 
the claims has been withdrawn.
